I think every dollar of assets possi­ 
ble has been looked up, and there 
has been no such good luck as lo­ 
cating $130, 000 lumps of cash or

Old Employes Say They Were 
Not Fairly Treated. 


AGREEMENT VIOLATED. 


This Is Dented By the Company—The 
Boycott 
Went 
Into Effect 
Again This Morning. 


T he Street R a ilw a y Em ployes’ 
union, in mass m eeting at W est 
E nd 
Coliseum, 
yesterday after­ 
noon, voted to renew the strike on 
the St. Louis Transit com pany’s 
lines, says the St. Louis Republic. 
T h e boycott was ordered to take 
effect at 5 o’clock this morning. 
A ttorn ey F . 
W . 
Lehman,* of 
counsel for the Transit company, 
in a speech to the union men, of­ 
fered to abide by the decision of 
their attorney, Joseph W . Folk, on 
the question of fact as to whether 
the 
com pany had 
violated 
the 
agreement, but the men did not ac­ 
cept the proposition. 
T he unioH claims the company 
has violated the agreement of July 
2 in hiring men other than those 
whose names appear on 
the list 
submitted by the union for rein­ 
statement. 
The company declares 
that no men have been put to work 
since July 2, save those w’ho were 
hired prior to 
the agreement of 
that date, and other former em­ 
ployes who were considered eligi­ 
ble to a place on the union’s list. 
T he men further assert that a 
verbal agreement which they were 
given to understand was effected 
on July 2, concerning seniority of 
service and priority 
of em ploy­ 
ment of union men, was violated, 
but the com pany denies that it en­ 
tered into any such agreement. 
M anager Baumhoff, of the St. 
Louis Transit company, said last 
night that the strike w ill not affect 
the operation of cars, night or day, 
on any of the lines. 
The 
special 
committee 
of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, 
which was appointed Sunday to 
prepare a declaration of the atti­ 
tude of 
organized labor on 
the 
strike, last night made public the 
statement, givin g specific instances 
in which it charges the company 
w ith bad faith. 
Fred W . Lehm an, of counsel for 
the Transit company, said yester­ 
day, after the strike was declared 
ren ew ed : 
“ 
I had but one purpose in view 
in going to the strikers’ meeting, 
and that was to convince the men 
that the com pany was acting in 
good faith and proposed to stand 
b y the agreement of July 2, both 
in letter and spirit. 
I am frank to 
admit that I felt that little or no 
heed would be paid to my, words, 
but I went prepared to and did 
make a proposition which I know 
must commend itself to the favora­ 
ble consideration of the St. Louis 
public, and which I had hoped 
would meet the approval of the 
men. 
T h at 
proposition 
was 
simply 
this, to submit the question of fact 
as to 
whether 
the company had 
broken faith or not to Mr. Joseph 
W . F olk, the attorney for the men, 
and if his judgm ent was against 
the 
com pany to discharge every 
man that he decided had been em­ 
ployed in violation of the terms of 
settlement of July 2. 
Could any 
fairer proposition be made? Could 
any reasonable body of men ask 
for 
more? 
Could 
the 
company 
against whom 
this com plaint is 
lodged do more ? 
A s I said before, 
the company is acting in perfect 
good faith in this matter and had 
no thought of doing otherwise.

This recent trouble is one en­ 
tirely of fact, and as such is sus­ 
ceptible to proof. 
M r. F olk being

than six months ago. 
Coffee

record in the way of advancing. 
On July 2, one week ago today, 
Arbuckle’ 
s package coffee cost the 


dealer $12.45 ^ hundred weight; 


on July 3 it cost $12.95 
dred. 
July 4 was a holiday, but

J. L. Warren Is Being Taken to 
Portland, Ore. 


ARRESTED IN GEORGIA. 


Is Charged With Having Killed and 
Kobbed Wm. Kirk, An Old 
Friend, Last January. 


Detectives D ay and 
Ford, of 
Portland, Ore., arrived in Kansas 
C ity 
yesterday 
from 
Savannah, 
Ga., with J. L . Warren, who is 
wanted in Portland 
for murder, 
says the Kansas C ity Times. 
They 
found 
when 
thev 
reached 
the 
Union depot at 6 o’clock that they 
had only a few minutes to catch a 
train for Portland and decided to 
lay over until last night. 
Warren 
was removed, heavily shackled, to 
police headquarters, where he was 
placed in a cell while the detec­ 
tives in charge of him saw the city. 
W arren ’s 
arrest 
at 
Savannah 
was completed by a rather unique 
piece of 
detective 
work. 
A fter 
the murder for which he is to be 
tried it was found that he had been 
married at Savannah many years 
before and that his mother lived in 
Washington, D. C. 
One of the 
first things a detective looks for 
when placed on a mysterious mur­ 
der case is the home or former 
abiding 
place 
of 
the 
murderer. 
Detectives Ford and D ay found on 
investigation that 
Warren 
had 
lived in Washington and that he 
had been married in 
Savannah, 
They set the police 
to 
work 
at 
these places to watch for evidences 
of the suspected murderer coming 
in. 
The 
murder 
in Portland was 
committed 
January 
23, 
1900. 
Three weeks ago word was tel­ 
egraphed 
that 
W arren’s mother 
had received a letter 
from him 
written at Vicksburg. 
Detectives 
D ay and Ford at once went to 
Vicksburg, 
In a manner known 
to detectives they followed him to 
Savannah and placed him under 
arrest. 
The murder for which Warren 
is charged was the killing of W m . 
Kirk, first mate 
of 
the 
United 
States iron steamship Clarence S. 
Bement. 
K irk and Warren had 
been old friends and had lived to­ 
gether 
at 
Forty-eight 
Orchard 
street, N e w 
Y o rk , 
Both 
were 
seamen. 
The Bement 
was 
the 
first iron steamship built by the 
government and it was considered 
an honor to be placed in charge of 
it. 
Warren was a master mariner 
and had been in charge of various 
vessels. 
He 
was captain of the 
Hera, 
a 
coast 
steamer, but she 
burned shortly after he took charge 
of her and the rumor getting out 
that the fire had been of incend­ 
iary origin, it proved difficult for 
Warren to get employment. 
He drifted west with his wife. 
A t Seattle he “ 
went broke” and 
deserted 
his 
wife, 
after, 
it 
is 
claimed, he had floated a quantity 
of 
bad 
checks. 
He 
arrived 
in 
Portland 
about 
the 
time 
the 
Bement came into port. 
The cap­ 
tain of the boat has a farm in Cali­ 
fornia and when the boat reached 
port he went to his farm and Mate 
K irk was left in charge. 
Warren 
learned of this and visited K irk on 
the boar. 
The 
sailors had 
been 
paid off and what money they did 
not spend they left 
with K irk, 
some 
$1,500. 
K irk permitted 
Warren to 
remain 
on 
the boat 
all day. 
T hat 
night K iik was 
murdered 
and 
$ 3 ^ 
two 
watches were taken. 
Warren dis­ 
appeared before the sun came up 
the next day. 
A large sum in gold, which was 


hidden in the after cabin, was not 
secured 
by 
the 
murderer. 
The 
watches 
v/ere 
pawned 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
the 
detectives 
think. 
The booty was used in getting out 
of the country. 
Warren is a fine 
looking man, with deep set eyes 
and a broad forehead. 
He is about 
35 years old. 
He stoutly denies 
that he killed K irk.

AGAIN IN CUSTODY. 


Quincy Fugitiv e Apprehended by Of­ 
ficers at Columbia, Mo. 


An important arrest was made 
y esterday in Columbia by 
City 
Marshal Luther Slate, which brings 
to light the details of a thrilling es­ 
cape. 
The man undei arrest is William 
Proctor, who has a wife and sev ­ 
eral children now liv ing in Colum­ 
bia. 
Proctor has v isited Columbia 
at interv als during the past six 
months, and made many friends. 
Sunday word was receiv ed there 
that he had escaped from the cus­ 
tody of the Sheriff Roth, of Quin­ 
cy , 111., while under arrest for ob­ 
taining money under false pre­ 
tenses, in that city . 
Proctor was arrested at Beards- 
town, 111. 
While being taken to 
Quincy on a train he ieaped from 
the platform and escaped. 
The 
train was going at full speed and 
Proctor was 
handcuffed at the 
time. 
Marshal Slate, of Columbia, lo­ 
cated him at Mex ico, and so in­ 
formed Sheriff Roth, of Quincy , 
who started at once for that place. 
W hen he reached there, howev er, 
Proctor had departed for Colum­ 
bia. 
He was arrested there as soon 
as he arriv ed, by Marshal Slate. 
Proctor was seriously injured by 
his daring leap from the train, and 
now is at his home under guard, 
awaiting requisition papers from 
Illinois, that he may be taken to 
Quincy . 
He is said to be one of 
the most successful confidence men 
in the country .

SIBERIAN VILLAGES. 
n v 
— — 
Farming Communities in a Remote Part 
of the World. 
The mo st characteristic featu re of 
Siberian farm life is that the farmers 
liv e no t scattered all ov er the co u ntry , 
remo te fro m neighbors* bu t in v il­ 
lages as near as p ossible to the land 
they are cu ltiv ating. 
Each v illage, 
then, is a clu ster of hou ses, in which 
liv e no t only v illagers in the u su al 
sense, as to wnsp eo p le in a small set­ 
tlement, bu t the farmers of the regio n 
ro u nd abo u t. As far as this d etail is 
co ncerned , the Siberian p easants hav e 
lo ng ago come to the manner of life 
that is ad v o cated bv many an ad v o- 
cate of ru ral refo rms at ho me, and 
that has began to be p racticed by 
many a colony that has go ne to Cali­ 
fo rnia fru it land s o r elsewhere. If the 
time can be conceiv ed when the Si­ 
berian p easants and their Ru ssian 
bro thers rise to a realizatio n of their 
p resent narro w life, gain some of the 
ad v antages of their own p ro sp erity , 
which is su re to come, acq u ire ed u ca­ 
tio n and d esire fo r mo re—in o ther 
wo rd s when they reach the statio n of 
the intelligent American farmer and 
his family , they will hav e alread y the 
social co nd itio n of p ro x imity estab­ 
lished which is so imp o rtant. 
It is well u nd ersto o d that in these 
co mmu nities or o thers of similar char­ 
acteristics ex ist the germs of d emo ­ 
cratic go v ernment in tho se p ecu liar 
Ru ssian institu tio ns,the mir and the 
zemstv o, which hav e been the ad mira­ 
tio n of many a stu d ent of civ ics. The 
Ru ssian word mir means world , and 
to the p easant the v illage mir is his 
world . It is in su ch p laces that he is 
stu d y ing sociology , and civ il go v ern­ 
ment,, ev en tho u gh he d oes no t kno w 
it. 
The resu lt of this sy stem of v illage 
life fo r the farmers is that the co u n­ 
try thro u gh which one d riv es seems 
ex ceed ingly lonesome. 
Ho u ses are 
CD 
entirely lacking u ntil all at once the 
trav eler reaches one of the ru d e v il­ 
lages, its hu ts so low that their 
thatched roofs are hard lv to he d is- 
tingu islied fro m the strawstacks that 
stand amo ng them. They are not v is­ 
ible far ov er the step p es, so that the 
su rp rise is co mp lete when they are 
reached . 
We p assed thro u gh at least 
a d ozen of these in the cou rse of some 
40 miles of d riv ing. 
Usu ally they 
hav e one lo ng street, on which all the 
hou ses face. 
Su ch v illages hav e no 
o ther characteristics of a town than 
the p o p u latio n. 
They d o no t hav e 
sto re o r chu rch or schoolhou se, or 
p o st office. They are merely aggrega­ 
tio ns of hou ses to that nu mber. 
My co mp anio ns were able to tell 
me, by the character o f the hou ses 
themselv es, fro m what p ro v ince of 
Eu ro p ean Ru ssia the immigrants in 
the 
d ifferent v illages had come. 
So metimes in a single v illage there 
were settlers fro m the Baltic p ro v ­ 
inces and fro m the neighbo rho o d of 
Od essa on the Black sea, hu t mo re 
o ften each co mmu nity was co mp o sed 
of colonists fro m the same v icinity . 
In lo cating immigrants it is the p o l­ 
icy of the go v ernment as far as p ossi­ 
ble to mix them su fficiently to av oid 
clannishness of the settlements, at 
the same time that 
eno u gh p eop le 
fro m the same p ro v inces are p u t to ­ 
gether that they will no t become rest­ 
less and lonesome. The resu lt is ex ­ 
p ected to be the making of the newest 
p art of the Ru ssian emp ire into a gen­ 
u inely ho mo geneo u s p eop le. 
Of all 
the immigrants, tho se fro m the Bal­ 
tic p ro v inces, largely German-Ru s- 
sians fro m the v icinity of Riga, seemed 
to be, the most p rogressiv e in their 
farming and the neatest and mo st ex ­ 
acting abo u t their homes. 
Ev en as 
p io neer ho mes no ne of these wo u ld 
seem v ery attractiv e to an American 
farmer, bu t in co ntrast to the o ld er 
Siberian hu ts some of 
them were

w'ith mu d , and then tho ro u ghly white­ 
washed with lime. 
The roofs were 
co nstru cted 
of 
p oles, 
carefu lly 
thatched with bru sh and then with 
straw. Neatly mad e and neatly kep t, 
these clean little hou ses, u su ally of 
o ne ro o m, bu t so metimes of two, were 
q u ite enticing. 
In stro ng co ntrast 
to them were the p o o rest of the 
hou ses, tho se of p o v erty -stricken 
im­ 
migrants who came from the famine 
districts of Russia. 
They were the 
rudest of huts of wov en brush, sup- 
Dorted on Doles, roofed with straw. 


Many of these were half u nd er and 
half abov e the gro u nd , like the sod 
hou ses ancf ^d iigo u ts” of the first set­ 
tlers in the p rairies west of the Mis­ 
sou ri riv er.— Tru mbu ll White, in 
Chicago Record .

CASTLE OF CARMELO CUBA. 


Most Ancient Structure in New World 
Erected by Europeans. 
The little castle of Carmelo, which 
co mmand s the mo u th of the Almen- 
d arez riv er, where it enters the gu lf 
abo u t three miles to the westward of 
Hav ana, is the mo st ancient stru c­ 
tu re in the new world erected by the 
hand s of Eu ro p eans. It goes back to 
the d ay s of Co lu mbu s. 
When the Sp aniard s u nd erto o k the 
co nq u est of Cu ba the hav en at the 
mo u th of the Aimend arez was 
se­ 
lected as the site of the fu tu re cap ital, 
and the castle was erected fo r the d e­ 
fense of the p lace. 
Within a few 
y ears the su p erio r ad v antage of Ha­ 
v ana harbo r were recognized , and 
Carmelo and its castle were aban­ 
d oned . not to he u sed ffgain u ntil the 
p resent d ay . 
The castle almo st entirely cov ers 
a tiny coral islet so near tlie shore that 
a few p lan ks si retched across step p ing 
sto nes serv es as a brid ge. 
Fo u r sq u are towers mark the angles 
of the fo rtress these are collected by 
w alls 40 feet in height, p irced on the 
land sid e by narro w op enings fo r the 
tire of archers and arq u ebu sers. 
To 
seaward there are fo u r p o rtho les for 
canno n. 
The sally p o rt is p laced mid w ay be­ 
tween two towers, at a height of near­ 
ly 30 feet from the gro u nd . 
Ov er the entrance is a scu lp tu red 
tablet bearing the arms of Leon and 
Castile, an almo st o bliterated inscrip ­ 
tio n, and the d ate 151 ?. 
Crossing the brid ge one enters an 
arched p assageway on either sid e of 
which are the ru sty chains for o p er­ 
ating the p o rtcu llis and brid ge. 
An 
eno rmo u s firep lace fo r p rep aring the 
food of tlie garriso n occu p ies one co r­ 
ner of the hall. 
To the right is the 
v au lted gu nro o m, on the floor of 
which lie three canno n of antiq u e 
fo rm. To the left, on the land sid e, 
are two chambers .o ne of which serv ed 
as q u arters fo r the garriso n, the o ther 
being the ro o m 
o f the gov ernor. 
These ro o ms co nstitu te the only hab­ 
itable p o rtio n of the fortress.— X. Y.

MINERALS IN THE URALS. 


Russian Gov ernment Fosters Industries 
of That Region. 
The minerals mined in the Urals in 
co mmercial q u antities, which figu re 
in the mining rep o rts of the Ru ssian 
go v ernment, inclu d e gold , p latinu m, 
co p p er, iro n, coal, salt and su lp hu r. 
The p ro d u ct of p ig iro n annu ally is 
mo re than 6 00.000 to ns and of steel 
abo u t 6 5,000 tons. 
Coal 
to 
the 
amo u nt of some 250,000 tons is mined 
and Of salt there is p ro d u ced abov e 
300,000 tons. 
The gold fro m the 
Ural mine is rep o rted by weight in 
the Ru ssian statistics as amo u ntingto 
some 15 to ns annu ally and to be stead ­ 
ily increasing. 
More than 250,000 
men are emp lo y ed in the mines of the 
Urals, abo u t 17 5,000 of these in the 
iro n mines and works, 50,000 in the 
go ld wo rkings, and the rest d iv id ed 
amo ng the less p retentio u s ind u stries. 
The go v ernment has fo stered the 
mineral ind u stries of the regio n for 
many y ears by the establishment of 
technical schools and the granting of 
special p riv ileges fo r the d ev elo p ment 
of new d istricts and d iscov eries. The 
Ural mining school at Yekaterinburg 
was founded in 17 21 and has contin­ 
ued uninterruptedly since that time, 
while of late y ears sev eral other 
schools of the same sort hav e been es­ 
tablished. 
At present nearly 1,000 
students, agpually ar* in attendance 


at the schools in this region.—Tru m­ 
bu ll White, in Chicago Record .
